If 
the enemy conduct their enterprizes with vigour and judgment, I fear we ſhall loſe the 
troops in Onore, Carawar, and Tellicherry. This however will employ much force and 


much time, I only mention theſe things to ſhew the neceſſity of procuring as great a 
force as poſſible to join what may be ſaved to us. To effect any great purpoſe, I ſhould 


earneſtly ſolicit to ſet out in the campaign with 1000 Europeans, not on paper, but effective 
firelocks ; 5000 Sepoys, and a well-manned train of artillery, to conſiſt of at leaſt twenty 


pieces. The peace with the European nations, and the reinforcements lately arrived, 


will, I dare ſay, produce an immediate compliance with a requiſition for the 100 Euro- 
peans from Sir Eyre Coote; but it, I humbly ſuggeſt, muſt be made ſoon, repeatedly 


and preflingly, and enforced by a demand on the Supreme Council. The time of their

HE deputation empowered to announce from hence the pacifica- 
tion made in Europe, and to invite you to accede to it, being at 

an end, by the performance of thoſe ſervices, and the return of the 
gentlemen who compoſed it, to this place, they have delivered to Go- 


vernment the Letter they have received from you in anſwer to their 
invitation, which I with pleaſure acknowledge. A correſpondence 


begun with a reciprocal: diſpoſition to peace, will, I truſt, be ſoon 
ripened into union and friendſhip. Of the diſpoſition of this Govern- 
ment it is eaſy to judge, by the immediate and cordial adoption of the 
friendly views of the Sovereigns who have lately made peace in Europe. 
The pacification has, agreeably to ſuch a diſpoſition and to ſuch views, 
been propoſed to you without the exaction of any previous condition. A 
diſcontinuance of the war was no doubt the firſt obje&—it was indeed 
impoſlible to have forgotten thoſe juft claims , which are founded on the 
expences that have been incurred, and the loſſes that have been ſuſtained 
by the Engliſh, in conſequence of the invaſion of the Carnatic ; but thoſe 
claims might be the ſubje& of /ub/equent repreſentation, and lead to 
amicable arrangements after hoſtilities had ceaſed. If you happened 
to have any demands on your part, you would take no doubt a proper 
occaſion to repreſent them; but the invitation to you to accede to

in Europe, there is no neceſlity; for. any meſſenger here on the part of 
the Marquis de Buſfy, whoſe interpoſition cannot extend beyond the 
conveyance of the invitation to accede to the pacification made in 
Europe, being what alone is ſtipulated in ſuch pacification. Any par- 
ticular arrangements which you may have to propoſe to the Engliſh 
Government for your mutual benefit and ſecurity, will be better diſ- 
cuſſed, and brought to a more ſpeedy and amicable termination, with- 
out the interference of any foreign intereſt whatſoever. An intimate, 


hearty, and uſeful connection may certainly be formed between your 


nation and ours. You muſt be convinced, by the ſteps we have taken 
to procure it, of our deſire of its taking place, in preference to the 
more dazzling advantages that might be derived from a continuance 
of the war in our preſent circumſtances. But it is expected on your 
part, that you will give a proof *, in return, of your cordial deſire of 


peace and amity, by releaſing on parole, without any further delay, at 
leaſt the officers of our nation that are priſoners in your country. It 
may have been concealed: from you, that the hardſhips ſuffered by the 


priſoners in the time of Hyder Ally have been fatal to many of them; 


and that moſt of thoſe who have ſurvived, their healths have been 


impaired ; and ſome are ſaid to have continued in captivity con- 
trary to the expreſs words of the capitulation on which they had 


ſurrendered. . The impreſſion of ſuch ſufferings by our fellow- ſubjects 


could not fail to operate upon the Hirit with which all negociations 
might be conducted ; and therefore to give liberty to thoſe priſoners, 
before the pacification ſhall enforce it, may be an act of policy, as well
